The
corridor in which the Nicelvs are confined
contains three cells, two of which are cecu-
pied by the men and their watchers, The
other corridor also contains three cells, in
oue of which is & colored man who kills
time by imitating the barking of & dog.

Debilttated by Thelr Long Imprisonment.

The Nicelys show the effect of their long
confinement. Their faces bear the prison
pallor, but David’s eves are bright, his
form is erset, and he looks his visitors
straight in the face. Not that he has many
guests. Sherift Good has hundreds of ap-
plicstions for admission, but has refased all
but the prisosers’ connsel, physicians and
Joseph looks wery sickly.
i1l bound up, his eyes pro-
trude, aud Lis air is that of a man whose
wiod is weakening. Whea visited in his
¢sll be was aroused with some difficnlty.
He sat up oo his cot, and passing his hand
back an vrth before his eves several times,
a3 if broshivg awar a clond that interfered
with his yvifon, said: *“Wait a minute nll
[ think. My head hurts me."

Wi arcuchiy aroused Joseph talked
intetligentiy, and the tears which stood in
his exes sthow that he keenly frels his posi-
tien. In contisuive hisreply to the gues-
tieg of what prowpted him aod his brother
10 escape, he said: “We are not guilty,and
we koow our innocence will be proven in
time. We Loped 1o get awav from this part
ef the country and live in seelusion until
the trush of the Umberger murder came out,
the actual criminale were discovered and
our rteputation cleared. Then we would
come back again.

Joseph Kelles on His AlibL

"1 was not near the Umberger farm on
the day of the murder. 1 was at my bowe,
15 miles away, and that was proven at the
1wrigl, I was never in Somerset connty but
onee, and 1 did not know Umberger nor any-
one ¢lse arousd Jennertown,”

“Irid not the Vaneers ses you and David
on the mouniain that day™™"

“No; they did not. The Vaneers are ot
very good (riends of mine. I rented a shop
ig Ligonier from Vaneer; we had a dispute
over ibe rent and he sued me. 1 won the
case, and be told me be would make me pay
for it

“You have a good wife and some bright
ehildrea?"”

“¥us, indeed 1 have. My oldest boy,
Torenzn, i smart and good. THeis just
turyed 17, anid is teaching school three miles
away from bome. But he walks toand
from the school everv dav tha: he may be
home at night to comfort bis mother.”

Freparing for the Execuation.

Sheriff Good, who is a stout, big-hearted
mun, is oo good terms with his prisoners
spd locks closely after their comiorl, Never-
theless be expects that it wil! be his duty to
liang them on Thursday week, and has made
the necessary preparations.

Just sutaide the little onrridor is a Jow-
ceiliuged room 20512 leel. At one end,
about four feet irom the wall, is a double
iron trap in the floor, large epough for twe
men to stand on. To the ceiling ubove are
fustened two stout iron rings, from
whioh will dangle the hangman’s nooses,
The meoa will be hanged simultaneously.

When the trap is spruog the brothers will
dur as far through the floor aa the ropes
will allow iato the room below, about three
feet. The muodience will necessarily be
small, and will be himited to 25 in sddition
to the necessary officers, jurvmen and phy-
sicians. Nevertheless he is already be-
sieged for passes, almost every one in Som-
erset county desiring to be t
The ropes for the exeeution have alrendy
been purchased from Alderman Bopp, of
Woods' Run, and are now in the Shenfls
possession.

Possibility of & Rescoe.
Many persons in Somerset connty expeet
that an attempt will be made to rescue the
prisoners when they stand upon the death
trap. They say the Snerifl does not know
all the constables in the county, and thata
doxen desperate suen, by personuting officers,
might seconrejadmission to the juil, and by
creating eoniusion, or by foree of arms, suc-
ceed in carrying off the condemned meo.
Sheriff Good doesn't ssy much, but in-
timates that every person admitted to the
execution will be closely sorutinized, and af
he is not known will have to be vouched for.
He will have a strong force of officers on
gunnd, and has no fear of the resnlt.
Assistant Sheriff Barron had heard of the
rescoe talk, sud said: “Ten men armed
with rifles could hold that jail agaiost an
army of undisciplined men, Ifthe death
warrant of the Nicely boys is not revoked
they will nndoubtediy be banged oo the
day set fur the execution. We are not
sfraid of & reseue, but will take every pre-
caution to render it futile if it should be at-
tempred.”’

HAVE FAITH IN THE BOYS.

TRE AGED FPARENTE OF THE NICELYS
STILL HAVE EOFE

A Mother’s Testinony for Her Sons—FProv-
ing an Alibl In the Country--Wives of
Three Condemned Men Breaking
Down--The Consplracy Case.

Farmer Nicely, the father of the men con-
victed of the Umberger murder, lives three
or four miles back of Ligonier. He is a
straight, white-haired old gentleman, with
a kindly, intelligent face. His wife is a
smull-featured woman, retaining traces of
youthful bemuty. Until the murder they
were happy in the enjoyment of the society
of their children and grandchildren and
were in easy circumstances. Farmer Nicely
was well known thronghout Westmoreland
county, and the whole family was noted for
its prebity.

Since the convietion of his sons the old
farmer has not spent much time at his
home, He has been woing here and there,
seeking for new evidence or for clemency
for his boys. TaHE DISPATCH man caught
him just as he was leaving his home for
Somerset to consult with General Koontz as
1o the best method of obtuwiniog from Gov-
ernoy Pattison an extension of the date of
exscution to allow time for obtaining new
snd important evidence for which the
father is now searching.

A Mother's Falth in Her Boys.
“Have vou seen my boys 7"' was the first
question of the suxious mother. “Are they
well 2"

“How can they say my Joe committed
that murder ?'* she continued. “‘Joe never
gave we a moment’s anxiety in his life, and
he mever gave n sancy werd to Lis father.
Joe never disobeyed his father, and would
not to-day. My boys never did that mur-
der. Ther eould not do it. David was too
slek to walk that far, and Joe was
here that night to supper. They say
they traced them by their footprints
There was & sofl snow on that
day—why did they not track them
howme? They brought the pocketbook,
overcoat, handkerchief, hat and overalls us
evidenoa agaiost them. The pockelbook
brought iato court was not the ooe Dave
sent to his wife; the hat had no holein it
when it was taken away, and the handker-
chief and overalls are just the same style
sud pattern that everyone wears around
here. There must be thousands of them in
the two counties. Both my boys were in-
dustrious sod thev had meney. They did
not need to murder and rob. Do you think
they will bang my boys? Is there no hope
for them?"
Still Hopes to Save His Sons.

*I bave not given up hope yet,” said the
white-haired oid farmer. “'If we can get an
extension of time from the Governor I be-
lieve I can wrove the innocence of my sons.
They ought not to have been tried in Som-
erset county. Everyone was apgainst them
snd the jury wasairnid, It's going very
bard with my boys’ wives. Joe's wife is
breaking down, and so is Dave's wife, Joe
has seven children, Lorenzo, his oldest boy,
iz tesching the Centennial School this win-
ter. Dave has three little ones. Joe has a
ood little farm, and 1 bad bought one for

ave, He was to take possession of it the
month after the murder.

“Over in Somerset they say that T have
Umberger's money. Before this trouble I
owned this furm clear of debl and 1 had
money in the bank. I have spent all I had,
and judgwents for several thousand doilars
have been eulered up against me in Greens-
burg. I am not sure thatso much money
was stolen from Umberger. I think it will

yet be found that the sum was considerabl

less. It'sa myaterions case, and I will

never rest till I'get to the bottom of it,
Joseph Taught Singing School.

“My boys would never commit such a
erime, They were both industrious. Dave J
conld not work st very bard labor, but he
used to help me and make shoes for the
neighbors, Joe worked in sawmills when
there was mothing else to do, sud then he
taught singing school in the evening.

“We tesiified in court that Joe ate supper
with us on the night of the murder, and they
did not believe us because we are his rela-
tives, If we bhad testified :sﬂﬂﬂ him

they would have believ us, If
wo wero not telling the truth why
did we not  say that  Dave

was here, too. Who is there to testify where
Joe was, if not us? Out here in the country
it would be hard to find witnesses lor an
alibi outside of the family., There are
hundreds and hundreds of nights when
there is no one bere but ourselves. DBut
other people saw Joe and Dave and knew
that they could not have been st Jennertown.
There was & large reward offered for the
couviction of the murderers, and somebody
had to be found guilty.”

Mr. Nicely eriticised ‘Squire Keener's
aetion in dismissing the conspirscy and
Inrceny charges ngainst the men who worked
up the evidence against his sons, He said
he hsd made ont & prima facie case and the
men should have been held for conrt.

Charged the OfMcers With Conspiracy.

The information was made by Mrs
Nicely charging J. A. Roach, Rufus Shai-
fer, Joseph W. Ambrose and C, Hownrd
Camp, the latter conneeted with a Pittsbure
detective ngency, with couspiracy in aiding
with false and malicious testimony in the
srrest and conviction of Ler sons for the
murder of Herman Umberger, Roach was
also charged with the larceny of a pussbook
containing from £60 to $100 and belonging
to Joseph Nicely. Josepn’s wife testified
that Roarh got the passbook at her house,
when it contsined the money, and that it
had never been accounted for. Roach de-
nied this and proved that he had turned
over all he got, some §5 or £6, to the Nicely
boye. Other evidence of a contradictory
character was taken.

The conspiracy case was hased upon the
alleged change of David's pocketbook for
that of Umberger's, \grodncad nt the trial.
William Thomas, atson Menoher, Mrs.
Hettie Boyd, Mrs. Elizaheth Nicely and A,
A. Nicely, the father and mother of the con-
demned men, all swore that the pocketbook
produced in court was uot ihic one sent to
his wife by David. John O. Hay said
Roach told him before the trial that he had
thines fixed up, and said: "By G—d, we're
going to conviet them and bang them, too."

The delendants denied that they had
changed the pocketbooks, or that thex bad
conspired to convict the Nicelys for thesake
of the reward.

Justice Keener decided that the evidence
was not sufficient to hold the mer for court,
and dismisy=d both cases,

THE HAUNTED FARM,

VALUABLE REAL ESTATE DEPRECIATED
BY A GHOST.

0ld Farmer Umberger's Apparition Pursa-
ing the Shapes of His Assassins in the
Dusk of the Evening—Remoring the
Traces of the Tragedy.

The Umberger homestead has passed into
the hands of strangers. After the tragedy,
Mrs. Umberger and her grandchildren went
to live with her sou-in-law, euben Horner,
two or three miles away. Ella Stern, the
other witaess to the marder, hired out to an-
otber family several miles from Jennertown.

For a time the farm was rented to a man
pamed Humbert, who cam« from Berlin,
He did npot stay long, and when be went
awny he said the houss was hauoted. The
story, as told by the neighbors as they sit
around the fireside in the long winter even-

ings, is that when the dusk begins
to  fall, and familior objects be
come indistinet and assume fantasiic

forms, the old alarm bell on the roof will
toll dismally two or three times. Then
three shadowy forms are seen to issue from
the back door leading out of the kitchen
where Farmer Umberger fell dead at his
wife's feet two yearsago. First come two
men, one tall and one short, both with their
fuces concealed. In hot pursuit follows the
gaunt form of old Farmer Umberger, with
the pallor of death upon his face sod blood
flowing from his breast,

Phantoms Pursued by a Phantom.

On press thetwo men in sdvance, and
closely follows the ghost of the old farmer,
On they glide—through dewy grass without
bending a blade, over soft-plowed land with-
ont lesving a track, melting through fences
like a mist. Over the He'ds and down the
hollow flee pursued and pursuer, until they
are finally lost in the wood where the mur-
derers rested  before they attacked their vie-
tim.

Tha storv of the ghost depreciated the
valoe of the farm, It eoutains 135 acres of
the best land in Somerset .counotr, with
lurge and substantial farm buildings, The
homestesd is com‘nrtable, but old, and not
of great value. Fiunully the administrators
of the estate fonod a man named Schnefer

who was willing to buy the farm, appari-

tion and all, st a reasonable re. He
believed that it was ensisr to lift s ghost
than a mortgage. He got the place for

000 cash. .
“'\\'lmn the farm was visited by THE Di1s.

PATCH man Mrs, Schaeler was exXorcisieg
evil spirits by hard work, and had sueceed-
ed in potting a polish on the atove whien
was bound, by its brightness, to put to
flight a legion of ghosts,

Only & Memory of the Tragedy Remnins,

Few signsof the tragedy linger around
the house now, There are still a conple of
bullet holes in the wall, showing that the
assassin twice missed his vietim, but the
stains of blood have been effaced, and the
old bell, with its rope comiug through the
ceiling into the kitchen, has been removed,
The work of plowing, sowing and reaping
goesoun just the same asever through the
varving seasous, for nature never changes
her habits though a theusand mea be killed,

The property will pot long be known aa
the Umberger farm, but will soon take the
name of ita new owner, and fhe ghostof
Farmer Umberger will be buta shadowy
memory, bronght up neminmnz by the
matrons of Jennertown to keep their chil-
dren indoors o'nights,

THE TOPIC OF THE HOUR,

SOMERSET KOW DISCUSSING THE CRIME
AXD THE CONVICTION,

Sentiment Sald to Be Changing—Groups Try-
ing the Case Over Every Day—Lawyers
For thoe Defenso Bolieve the Doys Inno-
cent—Duve Nicely's Crucial Test.

The Umberger murder is the main topic
of conversation in Somerset county to-day,
as 1t has been ever since it oceurred, The
nature of the tragedy was sufficient to
srouse interest in any community, but espe-
cially in one devoted to agricultoral paor-
suits. The trial with its verdict was an
event long to be remembered, and the at-
tempts to escape made by the condemuned
men revived interest in the case whenever
it flapged. Now the near approach of the
day of execution keeps the gossips busy.

Every day the case is tried by little knots
of citizens. They go over the case and dis-
cuss It thoroughly. No library in Somerset
is complete without a copy of the paper book
prepared for the Supreme Court, which is
kuown throughout the eountry asthe ~*Book
of Evidence,”” und is quoted so frequently
that the stranger imagines that he hes
struck a community with a new religion. All
the testimony is di 1, the characters of
the witnesses impeached or sustained, nud a
verdict rendered.

A Change of Sentiment.

There appears to be & change of zentiment
toward the Nicely boys in Somerset county.
At first and up until a few months past al-
most evervone was convinced of their guilt,
The tide seems to be turning now. Never-
theless, those who are going over to the
Nicelys positively refuse to be quoted.
They are watting to see if that is going to be
the popular side, as it is a dreadful thing to
be unpooular in an sgricultural community,
where, il vouo offend vour nextdoor neigh-
bor, who lives half a mile away, you will be
forced to walk a mile to the mext house to
fiud a man who will talk crops with you,

A peculinr phase of thischange of ieeling
18 that many men who insist that the
Nicelys are guilty, say they wish the boys
had gotten away when they broke jail the
last time. They wonder why the men
didn’t steal n couple of horsss and get into
the mountains, and Intimate that if the
Nieelys hud come to them they would bave
gotten them out of the county., When the
speaker stands with a gronp the others
chiwe in and say, “'So would I."”

What the Lawyers Say.

Generals Koontz and Coffroth, the counsel
for the defense, firmly believe in the inno-
cence of their clients, and have not hesitated
tosay #o at all times. They ocall the at-
tentios of their acquaintanees to the strong
ulibl presented bycﬂu defense; the question
raised as to the identity of the pocketbook
tound on David Nicely; the conditiou of his
hat when taken from bis home and when
presented in court; that it was common re.
port at the time of the murder, but could not
be extracted irom the witnesses at the trial,
that Farmer Umberger recognized one of kis
assailants and called him by name, and that
that name was not Nicely.

The Beach confession produced a strong
affect upon the people of Somerset county,
but was connteracted by the representatives
of the Commonwealth, who declared that it
was a cleverly concocled scheme to throw
doubt upon the guiltof the Nicelys. Old
Farwer Nicely believes he is cluse on the
truil of Reach, and if the man can be pro-
doced and econfronted with the confession
purporting to be written by him its truth or
falsity will be deterwined beyond peradven-
ture.

Testing David’s Innocence,

General Cofiroth, in his long legal experi.
ence, has met with much deceptlon, and like
all attoroeys, is not always ready to believe
even the evidence of his owno senses, His
faith in the Nicelys had uever swerved, but
he determined to put them to a test which
would be final and ecounciusive. The Gen-
eral went to David and told him that there
was but little hope for he and his brother,
The Governor wight interfere, but that was
only & bare possibility.

“Now, Dave,"” sald the General, "there is
but one thing we cando, We mi’lht CArTY
the case up to the United States Sng.n:u-
Court on constitutional grounds, but before
we make a move it will cost $100. Your
father has exhausted his money in fighting
this case, which, as you know, has cost sev-
eral thousand dollars for actual expenses.
Can Jon raise $1002"
**No, I cannot,” replied David.

“Can't you get it from some of your
o they b a1l they had, and
“No; they hayve spent they an
Joe and I Ln but §#4 between ns. Itis
uuerly”impouihle for me to raise the

money.
Had None of Umberger's Money.

“Now, Dave,” said the General, “yon
must be frank with me as your counsel.
The time for your execution is drawing too
close for you to hesitate to confide in me
without reserve. Is there no place where
von could get this money, or your triends
could find it for yon? Don't answer tno
3ni¢k1y; remember It isa case of life ar

enth with you and your brother.”

““No,” replied David, firmly, I know of
no place in the world where I or my friends
conld find a dollar. Il §100 would save our
lives, we shall be execnted."

Since that interview General Coffroth Is
ready to swear that his clients ave innocent.

Some people in Somerset connty, when re-
ferring to the Nicely trial, argue that the
boys must be guilty snd should hang, as the
cuse has already cost the taxpavers §10,000.
While others do not earry this line of argu-
ment so far, they still refer feelingly to the
cost of the triul,

As the day of execntion draws nearer the
heat of the arcument on the guilt or inno-
cenee of the Nicely boys increases. If they
are hanged, same will declare them martyrs;
if their sentences are commuted, many will
insist that justice has been cheated.
